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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 





There have been twenty-seven weeks of school taught in 
Brown’s, Fogg’s Ridge, Ossipee and Granite districts; twenty- 
four in Water Village, and twenty-six in the remaining dis- 
tricts. 


Most of the teachers have done better work this year, under 
the stimulant of an increase of salary. The pupils in conse- 
quence have advanced rapidty and thoroughly. 


There is an element in some of the districts which is very 
detrimental to the best interest of the school. Parents should 
visit the school and become acquainted with the routine work 
of the school-room. It is a well known fact that the ‘‘chronic 
kicker’’ never visits a school. Visit the school and you well 
be a better ‘‘critic’’. 


It is criminal fora parent to keep a child home feom 
school. Every absence makes it harder for the pupil. 
Every lesson from which he is absent must be recited 
privately to the teacher, if not the pupil is not thorough. 


The school district has never made any by-laws concerning 
habitual truants. It would be wisdom to take some action in 
regard to this matter. 


The school houses are in good repair. New stoves are 
needed at the Center Ossipee school house. 


New geographies will have to be purchased. Different 
grammars and arithmetics should be introduced. » 


We wish to mention that there are six scholars in the 
Fogg’s Ridge school that have been present every one-half 
day for the past three terms. 


It is important that the district should take some action in 


regard to the Water Village and Brown’s schools There are 
seven, eight and seven pupils registered in the Brown’s school 
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for the last three terms; and for the last two terms at Water 
Village, five and four. It would be better for the scholars to 
transporv the children frem the Water Village to the Brown’s 


district.
